Promptly at the hour of 10 a.m. o'clock Eastern Standard Time 
the 69th annual session of the East Florida District Association 
met in the Mt. Moriah P. B. Church, W. M. Saunders, pastor, in 
Fort Pierce, St. Lucie County, Florida.

Then the committee on divine worship reported. Preaching by 
Rev. S. Austin, assisted by Rev. H. C. Samuels. 

Then we recessed. 


First Night Session 

Wednesday night at 7 o’clock a very lively devotional service 
was conducted by Rev. A. J. Hall and Rev. Knight. Rev. Baker 
prayed. The choir and congregation sang the Doxology. The Mod- 
erator led the congregation in the responsive reading. The choir 
sang again. Rev. Thurman then introduced the speakers of the hour, 
Rev. S. Austin and Rev. Samuels, who lined hymn No. 492. Rev. 
Austin read from II Timothy 1:1-7. The congregation sang. Rev. 
Austin chose Luke 22:44: “And being in agony he prayed more 
earnestly.” Subject: “Power in Prayer.” Rev. Austin preached a 
powerful annual sermon to the delight of the congregation, causing 
our minds to retrograde over the past 12 months. Rev. Samuels 
closed with hymn, “I Heard the Voice of Jesus Say.” Collection 
taken by Rev. Austin and Saunders, $10.00. Doxology and bene- 
diction. 

Thursday morning exactly at 10 o’clock Rev. M. Rutland led 
the praise service. We sang “I Heard the Voice of Jesus Say.” Rev. 
Lane prayed. Then the Moderator lined hymn No. 170 and read the 
23rd Psalm and gave some beautiful illustrations. One verse of the 
h 3 mfin was sung. Roll was called. Registrations continued, churches 
reporting by letter. Enrollment $10.75. Rev. T. E. Davenport, Rev. 
P. D. Brantly, G. S. Crawford were appointed by the chair as 
committee on investigation. Then we called off for Thanksgiving 
service. 

The 'Thanksgivirg services were very inspirational. Rev. R. H, 
Frazier and Rev. J. S. McClendon were selected to preach the 
Tranksgiving sermon. Rev. Robinson lined hymn. Bro. Frazier read 
the 107th Psalm. The hymn was sung. Text selected, I Thes. 5:18, 
“On every thing give thanks.” The service was very high, we all 
gave thanks. Rev. McClendon closed collection, $10.00. Reports were 
continued. Committee on divine worship reported preaching by 
Rev. P. D. Brantly and Rev. Dixon for Thursday night. Recess for 
dinner. 

At 4 p.m. Rev. P. D. Brantly, our Bible Expositor, taught by 
precept a most wonderful Bible lesson from Gal. 6:10, “As we 
have therefore opportunity, let us do good unto all men, especially 
unto them who are of the household of faith,” proving himself a 
teacher sent from God. Collection $2.00. Ministers commented on 
the exposition. Thursday night at 7 o’clock a spiritual service was 
conducted by Rev. M. Rutland and Rev. P. H. Frison. Prayers 


were made in our behalf. This being our annual Communion Service 
many anxious worshippers came and crowded the Mt. Moriah 
Church to its capacity. The choir sang, the Moderator prayed. A 
collection was lifted, $16.00. Rev. Dixon lined hymn, “Jesus Invites 
His Saints.*’ Rev. Bartly read the 13th chapter of St. John. Hjnnn 
was sung. Rev. Brantly selected his text from Matt. 18:17, “And 
if he shall neglect to hear thee, tell it unto the church:** This man 
of God doctrinized his hearers and then preached with power a 
wonderful communion sermon that pleased the large audience, and 
we believe also pleased God. A great shout and much rejoicing 
went on in Mt. Moriah. Then the Moderator robed himself and 
came down to administer in the 2nd and 3rd ordinance of the P. B. 
Church. Rev. O. B. Bartly, the Moderator of the South Florida 
Association, prayed a most fervent prayer which was a consecration 
prayer for the bread and wine. 

The ministers who served as deacons were Revs. H. R. Stever- 
son, M. L. Lane, P. J. Lyons and T. R. Griffins. After having eaten 
the bread and drunk the wine the Moderator laid aside his garment 
and girded himself with a towel in imitation of Jesus Christ, and 
elders and delegates washed each others* feet. Then the Moderator 
gave the proper charge.

Resolution 
read by Rev. P. H. Prison. Resolution read by J. S. Davis. A com- 
mittee on resolutioEs was appointed: R. B. Williams, J. G. Wash- 
ington, T. R. Griffins. Resolution read by Rev. J. S. Davis. 

By motion of Rev. Griffins the convention resolved into the 
committee of the whole. Churches reported on finance. The com- 
mittee on selecting the executive board. Revs. Griffins, Steverson, 
Dixon, Brantly, Saunders, Davenport, Williams, J. G. Washington, 
chairman, reported. Jacksonville union meeting of ministers paid 
$10.00. Committee on investigation reported. Nothing grievous was 
reported. The executive board reported, Rev. Washington, Rev. 
Samuels, secretary. Evangelist reported, was reelected. Rev. O. V. 
Thurman read a resolution. Then the treasurer. Rev. Davenport, 
reported $9.50, and was reelected. The sinking fund treasurer. Rev. 
Saunders, reported $46.00. He was reelected. Rev. J. G. Washington 
read a resolution. 


Sunday Night Services 

This being the closing service the crowd was unusually large. 
The devotional service was at a high pitch. Rev. R. B. Williams 
preached the closing sermon from St. Matt., 3rd chapter. “Prepare 
ye the way of the Lord, make his paths straight.” Many thoughts 
were gleaned and spirit power was manifested. Thus closed a won- 
derful session.

The District Mass of Sunday School was called to order at 
10:00 a.m. by the Acting Superintendent, Rev. J. B. Davis, by sing- 
ing song No. 65.
